“This condition may be traced,” he 
adds, “to corroded or pvorly fitting | % 
battery terminals which will only al-} 3 
low a sufficient amount of eurrent to 


As the starting motor takes a larger 
amount of current, the resistance may 
be great enough to prevent it from, 
operating. 
To Remove Corresion:' 

“Corrosion is formed. by the action. 
of the electrolyte or acid in the bat- 
tery. After it has formed, the most 
satisfactory way to get rid of it is to 
scrape the terminals until there is a 
bright lead finish. Washing the ter- 
minals with ammonia or some other 
alkaline solution will neutralize any 
acid that may be present and prevent 
corrosion, When such washing is 
done, care should be taken that none 
of this solution gets into the battei,. ! 

“After the terminals have been 
scraped and the parts assembled, care 
should be taken to see that the ter- 
minals make contact for the full area 
of their surface. A firm and full con- ; 
tact is required to supply the amount , 
of current for the starting motor. 
Some motorists coat ithe terminals 
with vaseline or other grease to pre-- 
vent the neid from coming in contact 
with the Joint. 

Lights Burn Out Entirely. 

“If the corrosion becomes too great. '

slixing cement with certain types of 
soll to alter the characteristics of the

OPPOSITION | 


BUSINESS MEN IN AEN IN GENERAL ARE 
AGAINST LAWYERS BILL. 


A wave of opposition to the adop- 
tion cf the Lawyers Bill, Proposition 
Number 24 on the ballot in Novem- 
ber, is sweeping over the state, accord- 
ing to a statement issued by the Public 
Rights Committee, an organization 
formed to defeat the proposal to cre- 
ate a monopoly for lawyers in Call- 
fornia at the expensa of the publc. 

Marshall Hale, leading merchant of 
San Francisco, is chairman of the 
Committee, which is composed of 
representative business and profes- 
sional men of Northern California, in- 
cluding presidents of numerous realty 
boards. No bankers aré included in 
the personnel of the. committee. The 
zommittee’s statement says! 

“The Lawyers Bill, which will 
appear on the ballot at the gencral 
election as Referendum Proposi- 
tion Number 24, is regarded gen- 
erally as so inimical ‘to public 
welfare that busiijess men and or- 
ganizations, realtors and realty 
boards and jabor. organizations - 
have placed themselves on record 
as advocating its defeat. 

“The varied character af the op- 
position to the Lawyers Bill. of- 
fers a striking refutation to claims 
lawyers have been making that 
only a small group of banks* op- 
pose the -neasure. In addition to 
banks generally, from the small 
est country institution .to the 
largest in the cities, the -opposi- 
tion to this selfish legislation 
sought by a group of lawyers in- 
cludes:

PLATING ON ALUMINUM 


Some time ago thare were reporf- 
ed the details of a method invented 
for plating on aluminum, an achieve- 
ment that had long been striven for 
with little. success. The chief diffi- 
culty’ appears to arise from an in- 
visible: film, which forms on alu- 
minum when exposed to the air. 

-By the method mentioned. this 
film is dissolved off in a bath con- 
taining soluble fluorides. A. little 
free hydrofluoric aeid appears ta 
act best. Then a coating of zine i: 
formed on the aluminum in a plat- 
ing bath, and upon this coating cop- 
per, silver and other metals. may be | ... 
deposited. 

In order te form a gold plating 
the zinc covering the aluminum 
must first be coated thinly with cop- 
par, as otherwise the gold sinks into 
the zinc, and in a few weeks almost 
Sieppears.
